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FOREWORD 



TODAY, educationists throughout the world almost unanimously agree 
that audio-visual materials arc of great importance for the educational 
progress of a country. Invariably they provide the means of solving the 
problems confronting the teacher 

Educationists acknowledge that learning to be effective requires a 
willing learner, and unless a pupil's interest can be aroused and sustained 
by skilful selection of "matter and method *\ efforts in this direction will 
meet with little success. 

There is a wide range of modern visual devices, designed to meet the 
needs of both teacher and pupil. From this wide range of visual devices, 
the film is almost certainly the most important, being generally accepted 
as an indispensable aid to effective teaching. 

The Central Film Library is the main film distributing agency in this 
country. It is responsible for acquiring and circulating 16mm educational 
films for use in schools and colleges and other educational and cultural 
institutions, as well as clubs, and similar organisations or agencies, 
governmental or otherwise. 

Careful planning and preparation allied to all the resources of cinema- 
tography, have resulted in the production of an appreciable number of 
educational films, full details of which will be found in this catalogue. 

The films have been classified in the broadest sense and grouped 
under different categories. Where films come under more than one heading, 
they have been cross-referenced to facilitate research. All films are sound 
black and white, unless otherwise indicated. 

Borrowers arc kindly requested to take good care of all films lent to 
them by this library, especially as, in some cases, replacements are not, at 
present obtainable from the Producers. 

We are indebted to the various commercial houses which have been 
kind enough to supply many educative and informative films in the library.

4. To assist the library please Indicate in the appropriate column, 
the catalogue number of the film in addition to the title, 

5. The last column in each half is devoted to the class of film ordered: — 
F + S,— Fihnstrip; Sounds Sound film; Silent^ Silent film. 

6> Until more copies of films become available it is regretted that not 
more than six films can be loaned at any one time and the period of 
loan may not exceed one week. 

7. To provide an efficient service, the libra ry needs your co-operation. 
Please follow the above instructions careful] y, write clearly on the 
order forms and book films as far in advance as possible. Only 
experienced personnel should be allowed to handle films,, and pro- 
jectors must be maintained efficiently to avoid damage to the films. 
Films must be returned correctly rewound on their proper spools and 
in their original cans. All films should be carefully packed into the 
despatch boxes provided and borrowers are to ensure tliai films loaned 
\o them are relumed immediately after use in order to reach the library 
not later than the date indicated on the order form. 

8. The construction of silent machines and Sound/Silent machines 
are mechanically very different and wider no circumstances may an 
attempt be made to run sound films on a silent machine. Such an attempt 
would lead only to the complete mutilation of the film. 

9. Borrowers are responsible for the safe return of the films and any 
damage sustained while in their care- The Department reserves the 
right to charge the cost of any damage to the borrower or remove the 
borrower from the library list, or both, 

10. The cost of postage freight on outward journey will be borne by the 
Library and the cost for the return journey by the borrower. 

11, All films and film loops in the library are on 16mm stock but it must 
be remembered that the film strip section is devoted to 35rnm slock. 
To use these film strips it Is essential that the borrower is equipped 
with a 35mm filmslrip projector which is designed solely for the use of 
filmslrips and slides or transparencies.

A day in the life of John Carter, a departmental super- 
visor, is used to snow all the problems he creates for 
himself both ai home and at work* by being "too busy 

to listen". 

The film emphasises thai the giving of orders and 
instructions are a fundamental part of the supervisor's 
duties. Unless he is able to do so clearly and precisely 
he eat* create chaos or invoke resentment from those 
over whom he exercises authority. It shows the seven 
basic principles which should underlie every instruction, 
no matter how simple. 

A manager asks for special co-operation and overtime 
from his staff. His apparent lack of understanding 
backfire some days later posing for discussion the 
question: ''What is co-operation?" 

Failure to issue clear instructions can result in chaos 
and badly worded instructions can be interperted to 
cause dissatisfaction and unrest in the individual to 
whom (hey are directed, when they should have had the 
opposite effect. The film, combining live action with 
animated cartoon, instances a number of difficult 
situations which would have been avoided by clear 
instructions and explains how this should have been 
done. 

To conduct a meeting successfully, a chairman must be 
well versed in the handling of people as well as pro- 
blems. Dealing with these difficult but typical depart- 
mental heads, the chairman displays the various 
techniques essential to his task, Excellent for showing 
to all levels of management and to those concerned 
with education and training for management. 

The film traces three industrial case histories, in each of 

which a decree of friction arises because the supervisor 
concerned fails to appreciate the mental and emotional 
attitude of the particular employee.
